1) Recent RU Activities: 


West Coast delegates spoke of sponsoring a successful 
May Day demonstration in San Francisco. They were elated that a 
lot of workers attended. Four hundred to six hundred people 
demonstrated. AVAKIAN and the GREENBERGs contended that the May 
Day demonstration showed RU's ability to mobilize people. CHUCK 
WOOTEN from the League of Revolutionary Black Workers in Detroit 
was in attendance and was impressed by RU's ability to turn 
people out for a demonstration. 


BARBARA KINGSTON said that RU participated in a May 
Day demonstration in Detroit along with other groups. One group 
she mentioned’ was either LOC or DOC.

The breakdown: of RU structure is that each region has 
a Regional Central Committee and a Regional Executive chosen from 
among the Regional Central Committee. The regional structure is 
broken down to Area Central Committees and an Area Executive. 
Members of the Area Executive may or may not be members of the 
Regional Executive. Midwest RU is expected to implement this 
structure at the next Midwest Regional meeting. 


Regarding practice the West Coast RU has gone in heavily 
for work in tenant's unions. It was agreed this road is a dead 
end because it is difficult to raise the revolutionary consciousness 
from a Ssimple"rats and rents" position to a sophisticated dialectic. 


Organizing among the unemployed has not met with great 
success. Leafletting and counseling measures have heen tried but 
were failures. The West Coast has found recruiting among the 
unemployed is futile because of the non-proletarian nature of most 
West Coast unemployed persons. Chicago's unemployment rate is 
not severe. Seattle, where there is great unemployment, is not a 
good RU recruiting ground because the expulsion of JEFFREY FREED 
and his followers has left RU in Seattle splintered and scattered. 
FREED is considered to be part of FRANKLIN's Venceremos group. 


, Publishing newspapers has been RU's most successful 
venture particularly on the West Coast. Some RU Collectives use

RU is ‘becoming more pnroletariar “Ye 
and has attracted more Third World ‘people. 
felt that the RU line was sound and superior to anything Los 

Siete or the Black Panther Party has developed. Because of the 
breakdown in the BFP and Los Siete, RU views as fertile recruiting 
grounds people who_have affiliated but not been members of these 
‘two organizations.[~ fnoted that RU is very leery of 
accepting into its group any person who previously belonged to 
another group. RU's wariness in this regard is prompted by the 
following factors: i) RU's line is superior to that of any other 
organization 2) RU is open to penetration by rival Movement 
organizations 3) Movement organizations, lacking RU's security, 
harbor: police informants 4) former Movement people have developed 
bad work habits and unsound ideology which RU would have to undo. 


[| rami (LNU) from New Jersey commented 
that New York City is in bad shape organizationally. Myriad 


movement sects and groups, constantly changing ideology and extreme 
sectarianism, make RU's role in New York very difficult. She. 
contended that the most hopeful group in New York was the Young Lords 
organization. 3 


LEIBEL BERGMAN ment | york in Newark, New Jersey 
is at a primitive stage. In Opinion the brunt of 
BERGMAN's organizational work is in New York City. 


DIANNE (LNU) mentioned that organizing possibilities in 
Southern Jersey are good. RU has expanded quite a bit there and 
has enjoyed success among workers because of the large amount of 
heavy industry there. DIANNE, who apparently has contact with 
RU in Eastern Pennsylvania, craised the RU Collective in 
Kastern Pennsylvania for expanding through both plant and community 
work. 






DAVE (LNU) from Boston claimed former success in organizing

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, There was a discussion of the removal of DAN SWINNEY 
from leadership of his Collective. This had occurred several 
weeks ago. The Central Committee members ratified his removal 
which was based on charges of self-interest, "horizontal organizing" 
and failure to integrate with the masses. PEGGY DUBLIN has 
replaced him as Collective head and IRENE HURST will probably 
replace SWINNEY on the Standing Committee. SWINNEY will continue 
to be on the Central Committees.The source noted that, in effect, 
what occurred was that: SWINNEY has lost his base but remains 
a part of leadership which is not contrary to RU nolicy.

A proposal was brought up to sstuniesh a Women's 
Commission. This proposal called for the establishment of a 
board which would have investigative powers, be abie to formulate 
strategy, have the power to discipline recalcitrants, and name those 
men appointed to it. It was probably the brainchild of ALICE 
FIALKIN who continues to flail men as "the enemy'’ and also continues 
to show a lack of understanding of Marxist-Leninist theory. The 
proposal calling for the Women's Commission assumed that it would 
be an ongoing, continuing group. The proposal was rather soundly 
defeated because it gave too much power to the Women's Commission 
which would in effect become a second power center and because 
it was essentially factional. The defeat of this proposal sounded 
the death knell of the women's caucus idea, in the source's view. 
Additionally, the source feels that attempts will be made to 
isolate FIALKIN from RU activities. She knows too much to expel 
her at this point. 


In response to questioning, source commented about RU 
along the following lines: There is a general feeling that RU 
has gotten things together and is moving forward.
